NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. Claims 19-22 are cancelled. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2.1 The following limitations in combination with other limitations is neither 
anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art, 'wherein the buckets have no assigned order 
relative to each other " in combination with (i the scheduled times are represented as real 
numbers. " The instant amendments to the claim language in combination with Applicant's 
arguments in the 1-24-2005 responses have been persuasive and the Examiner withdraws the 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of the claims. Specifically the Examiner notes on page(s) 9 and 10 of 
the 1-24-2005 responses Applicant argued the "non-order preserving' 'nature of the current 
claim limitations as well as disclosing the enabling support in Applicant's specification on page 
5 lines 1-5. Further, the Applicant argued that the Ulrich reference cited by the Examiner fails to 
disclose or make obvious the limitation of representing time by using a "real number" (see 
page JO of the 1-24-2005 response.) Independent Claims 1, 5, 14 and 16 are therefore allowed. 

2.2 Dependent Claims 2-4, 6-13, 15, 17 and 18 are allowed as they depend from 
allowed base claims. 

2.3 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than
